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WEATHER Temperatures averaged near normal or slightly lover in the eastern portiocn
of the State, but considerably above in the west, whero afternnon tempero-
turcs wero gonerally above freezing on six days; except that the week-end was rather

c¢olds There ims ver ] g precipitation, lost of the snow is gone over the south-
contr Southuestern pertions of the State, and over the scuthern and contral )
ortions of the Ponhandle, except for drifts. The snow over the castern and north-

central portions ranges from 2 to 15 inches on the level, increasing from souath to
north, and is very solid, with 1 to 2% inches of solid ice beneath it over large
areas; wvater content ronges from less than 2 inches in scuth to over 4 inches in
north,

CROPS Wheat in the western third of the State is being damaged somevhat by winds, as

the surface is dry becouse snowr blev off the fields., Much of the whoat in
this area ncecds molsture. 1In castern Nebroaska, standing 1ater in the lover spots
from melted snow may cause some damage. The soil is full of moisture, ground frozen,
and the water docs not disappear rapidly.

Roads in some aroas bocoming impassable as thoe snow meltés, Intermittent frecz-
ing weather has helped the situation somevhat since it has a tendency to prevent
flecods, Some groin hos boen moved to highor ground because of flood waters, Farmers
are much concerned over the drop in the price of groin and very little is being
marketed, some local elevators not having emough to supply the demand.

LIVESTOCK Some reports indiecte thot cattle mro improving in the western arcas

since they have access to more hay and feed., Some range is novr opon. The
hay situation is easing, but in a few counties the price is still very high. Hitch-
cock County reports alfalfa prices range from $30 to $42 per ton, prairic hay shipped
in from Kensas City $37 por ton and baled straw #1,00 per bale. In Xnox County,
some vild hay was priced at §38 o ton delivered, while some sold for 430. A nurber
of counties rcrort an ample supply of hay end two counties, Cass and Yoward, a sur-
plus. As the snov mclts and range becomes available, the situation will improve.

All but o few counties have cither on ample or a surplus supply of groin and
concentrates, Now since roads hove been opened, farmers have finally been able to
market their hogs thot carried excess 'reight. Delayed morketing of hogs and cattle
because of blocked roads couscd heavy losses, There has been considerable loss of
ecrly spring pigs. Therc is o good domand for bred gilts, 1liilk cews and heifors
arg commanding high prices, Renlacement of focder cattlc varies.
